Nightmare before Christmas for family

Brazen burglars sat under a 
Christmas tree as they un¬ 
wrapped a family’s presents 
before driving off with them in 
their victim’s car. 

After deciding which ones 
they wanted to steal, they load¬ 
ed the loot into the back of the 
prized Mini Cooper and drove 
away. 

The thieves smashed their 
way into Caroline Jeffcote’s 
house in Boscombe Road, 
Worcester Park, on Monday 
between 8.30am and 8.50pm, 
while she was at work. 

They kicked down the front 
door of the house and found a 
stash of presents intended for 
Miss Jeffcote’s family in Sun¬ 
derland. She had picked some 
of the presents up from other 
family members and bought 
and wrapped others herself. 

Miss Jeffcote, 40, said: “I had 
a suitcase in the front room 
that was full of presents to take 
to my sister’s in Sunderland. 
They went and unwrapped 
them and took what they want¬ 
ed. It was mostly alcohol and 
there was some cash my mum 
had put in a card for me. 

“It’s such a shame - people 
have gone out and bought 
these presents and then some-

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one has just come along and 
taken them. It’s so sad. 

“They took both sets of keys 
for my car and then took the 
presents away in that. It’s more 
than just a car to me - it’s got 
sentimental value 
as I bought it just 
after a friend of 
mine died. We de¬ 
cided to go for 
what we dreamed 
of. That car was 
my little baby.” 

Items stolen in¬ 
clude 24 bottles 
of wine, a GPS 
runner’s watch 


and cash. 

Miss Jeffcote added: “I’m a 
part of a wine club so it was all 
good stuff - there’s probably 
someone taking posh wine to a 
chav Christmas party now.” 

Police want people to be vigi¬ 
lant for Miss Jeffcote’s metallic 
blue convertible Mini Cooper 
as the car is distinctive and 
may have been left in the area. 

PC Duncan Harris, of Sut¬ 
ton’s crime prevention team, 
said people should be especial¬ 
ly careful to secure their 
homes over Christmas as 
“criminals consider Christmas 
to be a time of taking rather 
than giving”.

Advice centre relocation 
plans could be quashed

A contentious decision to relo¬ 
cate an advice centre out of a 
high street has been sent back 
to the council executive. 

There are concerns that mov¬ 
ing the HelpShop from the cen¬ 
tre of Leatherhead to the 
library in Church Street would 
make vital services harder to 
reach. 

Discussions at Mole Valley 
District Council on Tuesday 
came after councillors called in 
the decision, and said it was 
based on incomplete informa¬ 
tion and would have negative 
economic and financial 
implications. 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Dave Howarth said at the meet¬ 
ing scrutiny committee mem¬ 
bers voted to recommend the 
executive halt the move and 
negotiate with the landlord to 
keep the HelpShop there in the 
short term. 

Coun Howarth said it was 
recommended that the council 
should instead work with Sur¬ 
rey County Council to move 
the library into the centre and 
have all services there. 

He said: “It’s a small stepping 


stone. But the most interesting 
thing is Conservative members 
started to realise the decision 
wasn’t made on particularly 
solid grounds.” 

Coun Howarth, who was one 
of five district councillors in 
Leatherhead to call in the 
decision, said they believed 
there had not been enough 


information when the execu¬ 
tive made the decision. 

He said: “The relocation of 
the HelpShop to outside the 
town centre would be a disas¬ 
ter for residents that rely on 
the vital services it provides, 
and also the High Street, that 
thrives on having a variety of 
shops and services open.” 


He said the move would re¬ 
duce access to services, one of 
the council’s priorities, by tak¬ 
ing a vital resource out of the 
centre and creating another 
empty property. 

Prior to Tuesday’s meeting, 
Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) said they were work¬ 
ing with Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil to better offer council 
services “under one roof” at 
the library, with free parking. 

Councillor Vivienne Michael, 
portfolio holder for customer 
service and wellbeing, said: 
“The HelpShop service is a val¬ 
ued one, the service is costly to 
MVDC and a co-location will 
allow customers to maintain 
their access to services in 
Leatherhead while achieving a 
significant saving. 

“No other option that was in¬ 
vestigated could offer this level 
of saving while still keeping 
this valued service in 
Leatherhead.” 

Hubert Carr, chairman of 
Leatherhead Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “We think it’s a 
very bad move. 

“We are of the view that the 
library should be moved into 
the town and merged with the 
HelpShop.” 


Four arrests 
after swoop 

Three men and a woman have 
been arrested in connection 
with an attempted burglary in 
Epsom.

Police searched the area, re¬ 
sulting in arrests, and then 
went on to search properties in 
Hounslow and Horley. 

Stephen Michael Moorhouse, 
26, of Vicarage Lane in Horley, 
and Shane Thomas Beevers, 
20, of Lynmouth Gardens in 
Hounslow, were charged on 
Saturday. 

The men appeared at South 
East Surrey Magistrates’ Court 
on Monday and were remand¬ 
ed to appear again on Tuesday. 

A man, 20, and woman, 19, 
from Brentford, were released 
on police bail until February. 

Detective Constable Antony 
Preston said: “I hope these ar¬ 
rests demonstrate that we will 
act quickly, and robustly pur¬ 
sue anyone suspected of com¬ 
mitting burglaries. 

“Properties are vulnerable in 
the run-up to Christmas as 
thieves know people will be 
storing high-value items, 
which will be easy for them to 
sell on, and I urge anyone who 
spots anything suspicious to 
contact officers immediately.”

A couple who stole a 97-year- 
old woman’s life savings have 
been jailed for two years.

Between September 2009 and 
March 2010 they stole almost 
£20,000, by taking cheques and 
cheque stubs and paying them 
into Brazil’s account. 

Both were sentenced to 24 
months in jail on Friday at 
Kingston Crown Court. 

Blackburn, of Cox Lane, 
West Ewell, was sentenced to 
an extra 11 months for a bur¬ 
glary in Durham while on 
bail. 

Detective Constable Ahmed 
Elobeid, of Kingston CID, said: 
“It is shocking that two people 
felt that they could take ad¬ 
vantage of a vulnerable old

A new scheme has helped 
more than 200 people who 
cannot afford to feed them¬ 
selves in its first 10 weeks. 

The Epsom and Ewell Food- 
bank, which opened in Octo¬ 
ber, has collected 11.5 tons of 
donations since August and 
has so far handed out three 
tons of it. 

Jonathan Lee, one of the 
volunteers, said: “It’s been 
amazing and much bigger 
than we expected. 

“We have volunteers from 
all walks of life who have 
been fantastic.” 

The project is helping peo¬ 
ple in severe financial diffi¬ 
culty, such as those who have 
lost their job, are facing unex¬ 
pected bills or who need to use 
what little money they have 
to buy school uniforms for 
children. 

They are referred to it by a 
variety of agencies including 
social services, the Citizens 
Advice Bureau, housing asso¬ 
ciations, schools, and commu¬ 
nity leaders. 

Generation Church, in Rux- 
ley Lane, West Ewell, worked 


with national charity the 
Trussel Trust, churches, 
agencies and a fleet of about 
75 volunteers to set up the 
food bank. 

Food vouchers are issued to 
people living in Epsom and 
Ewell as well as parts of 
Leatherhead and Banstead. 


They are issued a maximum 
of three vouchers during any 
one crisis - each providing 
enough food to feed their fam¬ 
ily for three days. 

Mr Lee said: “It’s about 
restoring hope and dignity 
back to people’s lives.” 

He said in the last few weeks 


a mother, who works for four- 
and-a-half days a week, but 
can only just cover her bills, 
came in. He said: “She welled 
up with tears and said ‘I can’t 
believe it’.” 

The food bank asks for dona¬ 
tions of non-perishable sup¬ 
plies, such as tinned food and 
juice cartons, as well as toi¬ 
letries and nappies. 

People can also donate 
money or volunteer at the 
food bank while agencies are 
encouraged to sign up to iden¬ 
tify people in crisis. 

Weekly distributions take 
place at Epsom Methodist 
Church in Ashley Road, 
Epsom, and Ruxley Church, 
on Ruxley Lane, in West 
Ewell. 

Donations can be dropped 
off between 9am and 5pm 
Thursdays and Fridays at 
Generation Resource Centre, 
off Ruxley Lane, in West 
Ewell. 

The food bank has carried 
out collections at supermar¬ 
kets in Banstead, Leather- 
head and Epsom and has links 
to many churches in the area 
that accept donations.

KFC rejection hailed as a 
victory by campaign group

Plans to turn a historic Ewell 
pub into a KFC have been re¬ 
fused by councillors to the de¬ 
light of residents. 

At a meeting of Epsom Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee, 
councillors voted 10 to two to 
reject an application to turn 
the Organ and Dragon - which 
was a pub and Thai restaurant 
- into a KFC takeaway. 

The majority said develop¬ 
ment on the site, at the junc¬ 
tion of London Road and the 
Ewell bypass, would have “an 
adverse effect on the highway’s 
safety”, particularly because 
KFC had said 60 per cent of its 
business would be generated in 
takeaway sales and the junc¬ 
tion is a notoriously busy one. 

The councillors rejected a re¬ 
port by Surrey County Council 
(SCC), in which the highways 
authority said KFC would 
cause negligible road safety 
problems and the advice of of¬ 
ficers at Epsom Council who 
recommended approval. 


The SCC report said it would 
create few additional move¬ 
ments on the road as most 
takeaway customers “would al¬ 
ready be on the road network 
and would divert to the KFC” 
and that a KFC would have 
“less than one per cent effect” 
on the junction’s total traffic. 

The report also said 35 park¬ 
ing spaces would be enough, 
that there were no objections 
on environmental grounds and 
that the pub had been “exten¬ 
sively altered over the years 


and is of no significant archi¬ 
tectural merit”. 

The application generated 
just seven letters in support 
compared with 381 letters and 
a 1,000 signature petition 
against it. The main objections 
were about traffic congestion, 
overspill of traffic into residen¬ 
tial roads, highway safety, loca¬ 
tion and conservation, noise, 
disturbance, antisocial be¬ 
haviour, litter, health issues 
and loss of community facility. 

Councillor John Beckett said: 


“This junction is busy. When 
school kids are off there is a 1 
per cent difference in the traf¬ 
fic and that is huge because the 
junction becomes clearer. KFC 
wants to add one per cent of 
traffic, which is a recipe for 
disaster.” 

Councillor Jan Mason said: 
“London Road is a main route 
in Surrey. The feeling it won’t 
make too much of a difference 
defies belief.” 

Councillor Colin Taylor said 
there was “no evidence” of 
Surrey Highways’ claim KFC 
customers would be those al¬ 
ready on the road. 

But Councilllor Robert Foote 
said: “It may cause additional 
traffic, but this building looks 
terrible and if it is allowed to 
deteriorate and KFC does not 
develop it it will become high 
density housing, which will 
bring its own set of problems.” 

Elaine Jury, who organised 
the campaign against KFC, 
said: “We are really pleased 
with the decision. They may 
well appeal now, but at least 
this is a first step.”

Epsom Hospital has been given 
a clean bill of health in a 
review examining essential 
standards of the quality of 
care at the hospital. 

During an unannounced 
inspection on October 29, the 
Care Quality Commission 
found that the hospital was 
“fully compliant” in all of the 
standards considered. 

The standards are that 
patients should be treated with 
respect and involved in discus¬ 
sions about their care; that pa¬ 
tients should get safe and 
appropriate care that meets 
their needs and supports their 
rights; that patients should be 
protected from abuse and that 
food and drink should meet 
patients’ individual dietary 
needs. 

Patients should also be cared 
for in a clean environment and 
protected from the risk of in¬ 
fection; there should be 
enough members of staff to 
keep people safe and meet 
their health and welfare needs; 
staff should be properly 
trained and supervised and 


have the chance to develop 
their skills; there should be 
quality checking systems to 
manage risks; and patients 
should have their complaints 
listened to and acted on 
properly. 

Dr Ruth Charlton, joint medi¬ 
cal director, said: “The CQC 
has extremely high standards, 
so we’re very pleased to have 
met them all. 


“This is excellent news for 
our patients and local people, 
and will reassure them about 
the high level of care they can 
expect from Epsom Hospital. 

“I would like to say a big 
thanks to all our doctors, 
nurses, midwives and other 
staff for the key role they 
play. I know they will be very 
proud.” 

The report stated: “Patients 


and visiting relatives told us 
staff on the wards we visited 
were kind and caring. 

“One person said: ‘The staff 
on the ward are brilliant’ and a 
visiting relative told us, ‘All 
staff I have met here are 
wonderful. I could not fault 
any of them’.”

Epsom, Sutton and St Helier 
hospitals have been ranked 
the best in the country for 
ensuring patients do not 
stay in hospital longer than 
necessary. 

The Dr Foster Hospital 
Guide 2012 found the trust 
had the lowest rate of 
“excess bed days”, which 
look at patients staying 
longer than a predicted 
number of days. 

The trust’s rate was just 
4.1 percent compared to the 
national average of 11 
per cent, with the worst hit¬ 
ting 23 per cent. 

Chief executive Matthew 
Hopkins said: “We are 
delighted to see we have per¬ 
formed so well in ensuring 
our patients do not stay in 
hospital for longer than 
they need to. 

“While we would never 
discharge a patient before it 
was clinically right to do so, 
we know they would rather 
be at home than in hospital.” 

The trust was also pleased 


its standardised mortality 
ratio (HSMR), which is a 
measure of deaths while in 
hospital care, fell within ex¬ 
pected limits at 92 - eight 
per cent below the rate pre¬ 
dicted for the hospitals. 

Mr Hopkins said: “We are 
also very pleased to see that, 
once again, mortality rates 
at our hospitals are low, and 
it just goes to show our pa¬ 
tients are in very safe hands 
with us. 

“Having one of the lowest 
HSMR rates in south west 
London and Surrey is an ex¬ 
cellent sign and signals to 
our patients and local peo¬ 
ple our continued commit¬ 
ment to providing the 
highest quality care.” 

The rate of readmissions 
within a week was 3.4 per 
cent, above the expected 
range of 3.2 to 2.9 per cent. 

The guide also listed the 
trust as one of just 10 in the 
country reported as being in 
deficit in 2011-12 by the 
Audit Commission.

The deficit at Epsom Hospital was 
not exaggerated or based on in¬ 
correct and “subjective” informa¬ 
tion, the chief executive of Epsom 
and St Helier Hospital Trust has 
said. 

Speaking exclusively to the 
Epsom Guardian, Matthew Hop¬ 
kins, who took up his post in Jan¬ 
uary 2011, hit back at MP Chris 
Grayling’s claims last week that 
there is “unacceptable financial 
confusion” at the trust as Epsom 
Hospital’s £13.8m deficit - cited as 
the main reason for the collapse 
of its potential merger with Ash¬ 
ford and St Peter’s Hospital - was 
“running at a rate of only half 
that level”. 

Mr Hopkins said: “As part of 
the transaction, the health au¬ 
thorities asked for an indepen¬ 
dent, detailed audit of the 
finances. 

“Within that report, there were 
potential adjustments for income 
over performance - based on an 
assessment that commissioners 
haven’t commissioned enough 
work from us and we’re seeing 
more work coming into the 
hospital. 

“There was absolute clarity 
there might be some over-perfor¬ 
mance that commissioners would 
have to pay for - £11.4m of extra 
performance. £13.8m was the 
worst case scenario. 

“There was also risk the other 
way as it’s good accounting prac¬ 
tice to include it. For example, a 
£5.7m penalty for infection con¬ 
trol which commissioners might 
impose.” 

Mr Hopkins said he “absolutely 
refuted” Mr Grayling’s sugges¬ 
tion that “subjective informa¬ 
tion” had been given to Deloitte 
by hospital managers based at St 
Helier about how the deficit was 
split between the hospitals, but 
understood “why over the years 
there’s been concern that there 
was in some way preferential

treatment to either part of our 
organisation”. 

Mr Hopkins said the 
disbanding of the Transaction 
Board, the body overseeing the 
merger process for Epsom, is not 
permanent, but necessary be¬ 
cause of the uncertainty about 
which services will be commis¬ 
sioned from Epsom Hospital. 

He said including Epsom within 
the BSBV review, something Mr 
Grayling vehemently opposes, 
would provide this clarity. 

He added: “Part of the intention 
[of BSBV] is to have absolute clar¬ 
ity as to which hospitals will do 
what functionally. It will actually 


deal with a lot of the uncertainty 
because it will give a clear com¬ 
missioning strategy for Epsom. 

“It’s not quite true to say that it 
increases the uncertainty.” 

Mr Hopkins said once the BSBV 
review has been completed, the 
Transaction Board could be rein¬ 
stated: “If, at that stage, it still 
makes sense to look for a merger 
partner in Surrey for Epsom and 
in South West London for St Heli¬ 
er, that’s what we will do. 

“I understand anxieties about 
what the BSBV review will mean 
for services, but we’re an organi¬ 
sation that isn’t financially sta¬ 
ble. There isn’t a ‘no change’ 
option. 

“We need to work together, 
rather than having a situation 
where the underlying deficit 
keeps being passed back and 
forth from commissioner to 
hospital.” 

Acknowledging that GPs in the 
area had been “very en¬ 
trepreneurial” and taken activity 
away from Epsom Hospital, Mr 
Hopkins said: “People either want 
a sustainable hospital or a range 
of choice and that’s a conversa¬ 
tion we’ll need to get into in the 
next months.” 

He said Epsom Hospital would 
be doing more to attract private 
work to the hospital by bringing a 
private healthcare provider on to 
the site and a senior director with 
a focus on business development 
would be in place by the new year. 

Mr Hopkins said while the un¬ 
certainty of the BSBV review 
hung over both Epsom and St He¬ 
lier hospitals, it was “business as 
usual”. 

He added: “The hospital has 
achieved a number of care and 
quality targets in the context of 
this massive strategic uncertain¬ 
ty and while running a deficit. 

“I pay tribute to the staff who 
have delivered all of this in the 
context of uncertainty and look 
forward to addressing that uncer¬ 
tainty so they can just concen¬ 
trate on the patients.” 


Health chiefs reject business manager call 


Managers at Epsom and St 
Helier Hospitals have reject¬ 
ed a call for business man¬ 
agers to be brought in and 
assured residents that they 
are “doing a hell of a lot be¬ 
hind the scenes" to maximise 
income and minimise waste. 

The trust’s board meeting 
on Friday heard the October 
finance report showed a £5m 
deficit, compared to the bud¬ 
geted £9.4m deficit, so the 
trust has revised down its 
end-of-year forecast deficit 
from £19.4m to £16.8m. 

The extra income came 
from more patients attend¬ 
ing accident and emergency, 
efficiency savings and more 
non-elective hospital 

activity. 

Director of finance and 
performance Chrisha 


Alagaratnam said: “There 
has been a lot of efficiency 
over the last year and we are 
seeing the fruits of that com¬ 
ing through.” 

There was a call to bring in 
business managers to ensure 
services are properly paid 
for by commissioners. 

Dr Paula Sneath, a retired 
paediatrician at Epsom Hos¬ 
pital, highlighted the exam¬ 
ple of a five-hour diagnostic 
service for autistic children, 
which earns the trust just 
over £200 while other estab¬ 
lishments like the Maudsley 
Hospital charge more than 
£2,500. 

She said: “If you don’t start 
looking at this and selling it 
as a business and having 
some enthusiasm things are 
not going to get better.” 


Trust board chairman Lau¬ 
rence Newman said he hoped 
the new commissioning sys¬ 
tem being introduced next 
year would be more sensible 
and realistic. 

Deputy chief executive 
Karen Breen said they were 
working to maximise income 
as well as looking at income 
from community services 
and the amount charged for 
different work. 

Campaigner Bob Mackison, 
from Epsom, urged patients 
to go to “war” to put pres¬ 
sure on their GPs to send 
them to the hospital rather 
than elsewhere. 

Chief executive Matthew 
Hopkins cautioned that a 
war would not be helpful and 
urged interested parties to 
work together.

Jailed plumber 
told to pay up 

A tax evading plumber will face another 
18 months in jail unless he pays back 
nearly £55,000. 

Melvyn Careswell, 50, of Epsom, was 
ordered to pay the money within six 
months at Kingston Crown Court on 
Friday. 

Careswell, who ran company MPC 
Heating and Plumbing, was jailed for a 
year in July after failing to pay about 
£50,000 in income tax over five years. 

Careswell, previously of Poplar Cres¬ 
cent, had traded as a self-employed 
plumber and ignored an HMRC initiative 
encouraging plumbers to disclose unpaid 
tax. 

He was arrested on August 5, 2011, and 
pleaded guilty to fraudulent tax evasion. 

Andrew Sackey, assistant director for 
criminal investigation at HMRC, said: 
“Melvyn Careswell ignored the opportu¬ 
nity to come forward and pay what he 
owed. Instead, we came looking for him.”

Anger as racecourse 
road keeps flooding 


A road next to Epsom Downs 
Racecourse flooded again last 
month sparking calls for action to 
find a permanent solution. 

After heavy rain a large pool 
often forms covering half the Tat- 
tenham Corner road at the round¬ 
about next to the grandstands. 

A frustrated John Costello, who 
lives near Epsom Downs and 
works in the construction indus¬ 
try, said the road was flooded for 
four days last month. 

He said Surrey County Council 
and conservators should have got 
together long ago to solve the 
problem that has been going on for 
years. 

He said the roundabout and road 
were built with soakaways that did 
not have adequate volume to pre¬ 
vent flooding. 

He said: “It’s crazy. We are talk¬ 
ing about flooding when we are

500ft above sea level on chalk 
downland. 

“The floods are causing inconve¬ 
nience and danger for everybody.” 

However, downs manager for the 
Epsom Downs Conservators, Sam 
Beak, said the county council sent 
out a maintenance team last 
month to clear out soakaways in 
the area to stop flooding. 

Ms Beak said that did not solve 
the problem and that a new risk 
assessment was being carried out 
for further improvements. 

She said: “We are aware of the 
problem and are dealing with it.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We are aware of 
the issue at this location. 

“Our drainage team is carrying 
out investigations in order to iden¬ 


tify and provide a permanent 
solution to the problem.” 

Just across the road the ground 
is being flattened as part of work 
involving the demolition of Lons¬ 
dale Stand. 

Mr Costello said it would have 
been comparatively simple to have 
incorporated a new soakaway 
with the new work just 30m away. 

He said: “They could have easily 
alleviated this flooding problem as 
part and parcel of that work. 

“It’s the same old story that 
agencies never get together.” 

But a racecourse spokesman 
said: “The road outside the race¬ 
course is the responsibility of the 
county council. 

“The flooding has been brought 
to their attention on numerous 
occasions. The road is a public 
highway and is not something we 
can influence.”

The survey shows that the 
main priority for households 
is a desire to create a better 
home offering a better quality 
of life.

Quad bikes must be approved, 
registered, taxed and have an 
MOT (if they are more than 
three years old) to be used on 
the road. 

Most quad bikes aren’t able 
to be used legally on roads 
because they don’t meet 
road safety standards - 
however some quad bikes 
are tested and ‘type approved’ 
in a similar way to motorbikes.

not let complacen¬ 
cy seep into this 
coming week.

“Anyone who has been in a 
team of mine understands 
that if you are not on your 
metal, not at it, you can come 
unstuck. Just look at what 
Bradford did,” Brady said. 

“If we go to these games 
coming up believing we are 
going to win, then we’re very 
much mistaken. There is no 
science to football, saying ‘You 
will win because you’re high¬ 
er up the table or in a higher 
league’ is just not football. 

“There is no denying we 
have better quality than 
Three Bridges, but they will 
be working hard to stop us, 
disrupt our game and get 
among us. We have to be ready 
for that.” 

Brady is without the sus¬ 
pended striker Tommy Hutch¬ 
ings until Boxing Day, while 
defender Jamie Coyle is 
expected to be back inside a 
week and goalkeeper Matt 
Reed could return after 
Christmas. 

Tuesday night’s postpone¬ 
ment marked the Tanners’ 
sixth cancellation in six 
weeks, a fact that leaves Brady 
in philosopical mood. 

“We’ve had a lot and it does 
disrupt your rhythm, but have 
to deal with these postpone¬ 
ments,” he said. 


“It is just a case of keeping 
the players’ aerobic fitness 
levels ticking over and coping 
with not knowing when games 
are on, off, touch or go. 

“But it does get frustrating 


when you get a run of results 
and you want to keep it going, 
but everyone is in the same 
boat.”
